thou art become ſo unreaſorable, as not only to uſe thy crafty 
reaſon in broaching deceitfulblaſphemousdoCtrins,denying the 
faich of God, once received of the Saints,& contending again(t 
it, not to'be the gift of God, as thou didſt at Gerrard Roberrs 
before many witneſſes ; Bur alſo uſing thy craft to reafon a- 

ainſt the cruch of God, manifeſt in his Saints, the Light of 
the world manifeſt. in the, world, in which a!l the world may 
be a. witreſs againſt chee, yea againit the plaine expreſſe words 
of the Scripture, as wilt appear in this thy Book,” yea againſt 
Chriſt himſelfe; who is that Spirit, whereby to ſer up another 
for judgement, as by thy reaſoning at Gerrard Rcberrs be- 
fore many people, where thou ſaid, that a man may under- 
ſtand the Scriptures without the Spirit of God, and ſo try the 
Spirits, and went abour ta prove it with thy curſed art ; which 
thing to affirme, in plainneſle and truth, is to deny the Spirit 
of Chriſt for to te the Teacher, Judger and Tryer of all Spi- 
rits, and to ſet up the ſpirit of the Devillin its ſtead, for he 
that tryeth and judgeth without the Spirit of God doth it 
with the ſpirit of Satan ; and with that Spirit did the Scribes 
and Phariſees (who denyed the gift of God as thou doſt) un- 
derſtand the Scriptures, and try the Spirit of Jeſus, and Judged. 
him to be a Devill, and a Deceiver, asthou doft ſuch in whom 
he is manifeſt, for which end thou haſt muſtered up this heap of 
filth ard lies, in thy Book, to caſt upon the truth, and make it 
odious ,, and the greateſt ftrength thou haſt in this chy work 
is thy vaine Phylolophy, and craft, with which thou reaſons 
againlt the Truch both in the Saints now manifeſt, and againſt 
the plaine Scriptures. 

Which things may fo plainly be ſeen to be but a heap of 
ſubtilty, where the leaſt honeſty may judge thereof, ſo that 
there is little danger of its doing any hurt, where the leaſt mea- 
ſure of innocency is minded : fo I ſhall nor much trouble my 
ſelfe inthe anſwering every particular, of thy vaine fto:ies, 
ſlanders, and lies, onely ſome few I ſhall ſpeak roo as may 
ſerve to diſcover the reſt what root they are of. 

Thou commends thy Work to thy Brethren, whom thou 
calls the Churches of Chriſt called to be fairhſull, &c. 4 

thou 
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thou ſayes thou knowes none to whom ghy work will be more 
welcome. I ſay, ifthey be Brechren of thy Faich, who with 
thee have denyed the Faich of Chriſt and ſer up a Faith of their 
own ; then it is fike that thy work ſhould be molt welcome 
unto ſuch, whoſe faith is to believe ljes, for the Devills Faich 
is moſt fit to receive and welcome the Devills work. And 
thou tells of raifing the ſiege laid by the Adverſaries to your 
Faith, and order : I fay, fitly are cheſe two pur together, be- 
ing neither the Faith nor order of the Saints, nor that which 
the Scripcure will own, neither your faich, nor praftice ; And 
he that is a friend of God, mult be an Enemy of chat which is 
not the gilt of God, and that which is not the gift of God be- 
ing gotten by the Devill, That we deny. 

Firſt, Thou begins abour our Quaking, whether we may 
be ſo called or no, about which I ſhall not coritend, what 
Name we receive from the world, whether they call us that 
which is true, or that which is not true, the thing to me I paſſe 
by . onely I mind thee of a lye thou tellelt ( becauſe thou 
ſeems to promiſe repentance being better inform'd_) that is, 
that we foame at the mouth in our Tremblings, in our meet. 
ings ; but to them chat are blind chou ſeems to prove it before 
thoa leave it, and that is becaule it was caſt upon us in the 
Weſtmorland Prieſts Petition, and we did not deny it. though 
we denved ſome other chings in that Petition : which proofe 
is bur thus much that if I leave any of thy lies undenyed which 
thou haſt heapzd up in this thy Book, the next of thy Brethe. 
ren that comes after thee to accuſe us may make it a proofe 
that we are guilty thereof, and ſo the lyar proves to the ly- 
ar, whilſt the Innocent are ſilent : And with ſuch proofes as 
this haſt chou proved many of thy flanders in thy Book, which 
might asclearly be ſhewed was it worth the while to follow 
thee into all thy deceits, but a few may ſerve to lead the wiſe 
to ſe the reſt. 

The next thing thou accuſeſt, is our Docrine, and chou 
confeſſeſt we preach ſomewhat chat is true, yer ſayelt chou, in 
this they are but the greater Deceivers. And finding nothing 
of the truth we preach thou dareit accuſz,thou makes a lye of 


thine own to accuſe us with, that is, that we will aMow of fo 
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thing to be called Gods Word but Chrilt, and having caſt this 
yþon us, thou goes about to diſprove it, and ſo diſproyes thy 
own lye, and not onr PoRrine, {o-4t being thine own work. 
E ſhall leave it to thee. 

The next thing thou charges upon us, is thit we ſay the 
Scripture may not be cal.ed the word of God, which is fall 
alſo (as in thy ſence) for we own the Scripture where it is gi- 
vento any by the inſpiration.of God ts be the word to ſuch, 
but to others who-have ir not of God, they may read the ler- 
ter and not hear the word, and have a Bible ar.dbe wicthour 
the word and in this reſpett and no other doe we deny many 
who would make the {etter the word, witch thou wouldit do, 
did coneknow becter thento believe thee ,, and not onely fo, 
but would ſtop the-mouth of God from ſpeaking any more in 
his people, or us-for confeſling to his word tn vs, at which thoy 
wrangles with words not worth heeding. 


Thy third Errour thou charges us with, is that we ſay we 
are immediatly ſent of God, and that thou cant not rc- 
ceive, and yet art not aſhamed to count me a iyar for ſaying, 
That I coming in thename of Ged thou could not receive 
me, bur if 1 had comein my own name thou couldeft. 

But whac ſpirit thou art of,an1 of whoſe meffage thou goeſt, 
1s plainly ſeen, who ſets it down as an Error to ſay they arc 
ſenc of God, doth not thou herein juſtific the falſe Prophets 
wao run naſeat ?- and would not thou have cond:maed the 
true Prophets, and Apoſtles, as thou doſt us, had thou hved in 
their dayes 2- who ſaid they were ſert of God, 2nd did not 
work Miracles in the fight of aff they preach co, which chou- 
requirelt or elſe thou wilt not believe. bnc the Devills faith 
* could never believe Gods Meſſengers with Miracles nor wich- 
our Miracles ; its not like thou ſhouldeſt believe any that is 
lent of God who denies that Faith which is the gift of God, 
and focalls that error which all the Miniſters of Chriſt doth 
own, and that which thou calls error we own, and make proof 
thereof in our meaſures, as they did tt-patience, in afflit:ons, 
in aeceliicies and diſtreſſes, infripes and Impriſonments, in 
tamults, in labours, in. watchings and' faftings, &-c. and in 


turning 
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eurning people from theit in'quities, which hou falſly layes i> 


not a figne of a Miniſter of Chriſt. 
Then thou goes on a deceitfull ſtory, glorying in lyes, ad- 
dirg words that was never ſpoken, and diminiſhing truth to 
make thy ſelfe a cover with a lye, concerningour diſputes, but 
doth nor ſpeak the truth, as to thine own blaſphemous Here- 
fies which thou affirmed and went about to muntaine at (Ger- 
rard Ruberts our firſt mectins, and at other piaces which thy 
deceit hides,ſuch as theſe following (co wit)thou afhrmed, be- 
fore many witneſſes, That Faich by which men are ſaved is 
not the gift of God, That a man may underſtand the Scrip- 
cures without the Spirit of God, and ſo try Spirits, Thar all 
g00d is not of God, That the obelience of believers is not 
the gift of God, That the Law was not given, forth by 
"Chritt, That Chriſt was not the: Miniſter of Circumciſion, 
That none was baptized with the holy Ghoſt but who wrote 
Miracles, 1 hat 7oh» Baptiſt went not out of Feruſalem to 
Baptrze, That the Wildernefle in which 7obn baptized was 
in feruſalem, That fordan in which 7oba did baptize was in 
7eraſalem, That whoſoever fpeaks that which they to whom 
he ſnetks doenot underftand he is 'a foole and a Barbarian, 
Thou ſaid alfo that than could forete} things to DTS yet 
was not baptized withrhe Spirit. _ 

Of which Errors I writ to thee in a Letter preſently after, 
but coul4 never receive an; anſwer thereof. - Alſo thy ocber. 
png reg forth at the Bull and Mouth, which were fuck 
a5 thele.

HY blaſphemous deceicfull DoQrines wherewith thou 
leads ſimple people into confuſion and deſtruction, Iam 
moved ro'pur thee in mind of, that if thou be not wilfully 
blind thou mayl ſee thy (elte our of the. power of God, yea 
and out of the forme of the ſound words in the letter alſo, as 
appeared in thy diſcourſe when I was with thee, ſome of the 
particulars whereof I ſhall mention;as thou did lt affirme them 
before many witneſſes. 
Firſt, Thouſaidſt that a man may underſtand the Scriptures 
without the Spirit of God, and ſo try rhe Spirits. 

"Bar the Scriptute ſaith, - Wichouc: Chriſt you can doe no- 
thing ; and faith, that Chriſt could doe. nothing of himſelfe ; 
and that tlie naturall man cannot know the things of the Spi- 
rit'of God; Vecauſe they are ſpiritually diſcerned ; and that 
ho marknows the things of God, but the Spirit of God, and 
that the Spirir ſearcheth, Judges, and reveals all the things of 
God,'e&-c. Andthy tryall of Spirits by che-letter withour the 
Ppirit, is the ſame by which Chiriſt was tryed by the Phariſees, 
who readthe Scripture of the Prophets every Sabbath, but 
not underſtanding their voyces, bythe letter put him to death, 
and thou'art not wiſer without -the Spirit of - God then they 
was, and fo art found an enemy to him as they was, andin the 
ſame Spirit. Wot bt bn 

Thou faid alſo, That the Faith by which we are ſaved, is 
not the gift of God. f 

But the Scripture ſaith, By Grace you are ſaved through 
Faich, not. of your ſelves,. it is the gift of God , 0d that

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Ch:iſt is the aythor ard firiſher of the Sairts foith; ard eve- 4.4, j2 4 


ry good gift comes from above from tlie fatber of light, and 
chat a man can receive rothing except it be given [ym trem a- 
dove, and that the Saints had the Spirit of Faith, ard that the 
faith to ſalvation was delivered to the Saints, and chat Faith 
is the ſubſtance of things hoped. 

And thou fayeſt itis got the gift of God , fo thy Faith 
which is not the gift of God js the Faith of tlie De- 
vill, and from him thou halt received it, who haft not received 
it from God, whereof thou maylt read 7ames 2. 

Thou ſayedf? alſo that the obedience of Believers is not tl:e 
oft of God. 

But the Scripture faith , that the Saints obzdience ws 
through the ſanRification of the Spirit and ſprickling of the 
blood of Jeſus, and that ic was God who wrought ail their 
works in them, to wilt and to doe of his good pleaſure, and 
without Chriſt they could nothing ; and che Saints obedience 
was through the Spirit, and the works of the Children of light 
are wrought in God : but thy works and thy obedience 
which thou haſt not received from God are none of Chrilts 
and therefore thine own, and fo ſelfe righteouſneſle. - 
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Thou ſayedſt that whoſoever ſpeaks what thoſe doe not _ 


u::derſtand ro whom he ſpeaks, is a foole and a Barbarian. 

Whereas the Scripture faith chat Chriſt poke many things 
in Parables, which were not underſtood by rhem that heard 
him, nay his Diſciples underſtood none of th ſ: things, for his 
ſayings were hid from them in many things, neicher under- 
ſtood they the things which were ſpoken. So thou maylt read 
thy blaſphemy and what Spirit thou art of who by thy deceit- 
full vaine Phyloſophy would prove Chriſt a foo'e, and bla(- 
pheme that Spirit which ſpoke the Parables in Scripture to 
ſuch as thee, and your carnall underltardirp. 

Thou fayedſt, none were baptized wich che Roly-Ghoſt, 


but who, wrought Miracles. A thing far beyond thy proofe, 


tor Miracles were to ceaſe, but ſo was not the baptiſme of the 
Spirir, though ar firft they were given becauſe of Unbelie- 
vers ; What Miracles wrought 7inuhy or Titxs ? and what 
Miracles did they of Samaria ſpoken on 47s 8. -or theſe Be- 
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levers of Rome ?. and many other that might be mentioned, 
ſhewing ty untruth and ignorance as to the gift ofthe Holy 
Ghoſt : But how ſhouldelt thou now know the effeRs of the 
Holy Ghoſt who haſt not received him? as thou didit confeſle 
before the people that thou waſt not baptized of the Holy 
Gh«.ft,and fo thou madeſt it appear by thy fruics , who ſaidft, 
Thar «ll good is not of God, That Chriſt was not a Miniſter 
of the Circumciſion, That the Law was not given forth by 
Chriſt, That Fob went not out of Fersſalens to baptize, 
and when I told thee he baptized in fordax and in the Wilder- 
neſſe, thou ſayedit that Wilderneſſe was in 7crn/alem and 
fordan allo. 

Thou ſayedit alſo, Thou couldeſt fore-tell things to come, 
and yet denyed the Baptiſme of the Spirit; to which I told 
thee then, and tell thee againe, that to fore-tel| things to 
come without the Spirit of God is witchery. 

And much more fuch like ſtuffe thou uttered which then 
haſt gathered in by thine imsginations, which are lics and de- 
ceits, whereby thou leadeſt blind people into errour, Keeping 
them from the teachings of the Spirit in thy traditions, which 
is neicher according to ſpirit nor letter, as is plaine in theſe 
things in thy water-baptiſme, wherein thou art erred from 
that 1n the letter, both in thy call, in the manner, and in the 
end thereof, as it was praCtiſed by the Apoſtles. 

For they that were called to baptize were firſt called out of 
their habitations, and made-proofe of to be Diſciples of Chrift 
by denying all and following him, and they were none of 
them living in their worldly eſtates as thou doſt, and they 
wereeither Prophers or Apoſtles immediately called from the 
Lord to that work, and did not take it upy imitation as thou: 
doſt, and ſo thou art neither in their call, place, nor power, 
who haſt not left all to follow Chriſt, nor haſt received the 
Holy Ghoſt. 

And as to the manner, they did not baptize thoſe over a- 
gaine with water that were baptized before, but baptized ſuch 
with the Holy Ghoſt, which thou haſt not thy ſelfe by thine 
own confeſſion. 

And asto the end, they did not goe amongſt Believers and 


by 
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by their water divide chem into Seperations as you have done 
by your water, who have ſet up ſo many formes of Baptiims, 
till you have devided thoſe who had ſome ſimplicity in them 
into Sets and Opinions concerning your water, till you have 
left the Spirit, and are left in conformity to the world in 
weighticr things. 
Neither did they limit the Spirit of God to the water, as 
ou doe who deny any to Propheſie in that you call your 
Churches, till you have dipt them or ſprinkled them over 
apgaine after your faſhion. Neither did they lay it as a thing of 
abſolute neceſlicy upon all ; But they went among ſuch that 
did not believe that Chriſt was come,and made them Piſciples 
before baptizing them out of unbeliefe, out of Sets and Opi- 
nions and Diviſions, gathering them out of all Formes Cere- 
monies and worſhips into one faith, one body, one light, one 
way, One baptiſme ; which yours ends in the quite contrary, 
ſetting up formes, and diviſions, and opinions, and rents, and 
contentions about your carnall water, ſcattering abroadin 
yonr Imaginations ; But theirs was gathering in the Spirit: ſo 
that is plaine that which you have fer up is but Imaginations, 
for it is not according to the letter being erred from it, both 
in the call, manner, and the end, for whatis taken up from the 
letter muſt in all things follow the patterne, he being curſed 
that adds or diminiſhes; And from the Spirit thou canſt not 
have it, who art not baptized with the Holy Ghoſt thy 
ſeife, nor having any immediate Call from the perſon of 
Chriſt. 
$o with the light of Chriſt in thy conſcience take notice 
what thou art doing, and repent ; Ceaſe to keep people in 
blindneſle, and from going right on their way, by thy craditi- 
tions ; and if Pax! ſaid they were bewitched who had tegun 
in the Spirit and was led back. by ſuch into. Circumciſion 
(though a true-command of God) then read thy work, who 
art drawing people into thy tradition, which (as thou perfor- 
meſt it) was never commanded of God, nor ever ſo practiſed 
by any who had the Spirit of God. 
So if you who are called Anabapriſts conſider your unfaith- 


fulneſſe to your principles as tothat which ſhould: have led 
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you out of conform:ty toth+ world and cheir worſhips ard fa- 
ſhions, aid ſeriouſly weigh in the light of Chriſt.; you may 
ſee more cauſe to repent of your flicking in that of water 
(both out of the form and power) then of acculing othe!s for 
neglet, who. are going on in obedience rv the Spiric bearing 
witnefſe againſt all the worlds wickedneſle vaine worſhips ard 
cuitomes and yours amons the relt. 


From a lever of your foules, but not 
of year deceit, 
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The fourth Error thou chargeſt us with, is becauſe we bear 
Teſtimony to the Light of Chriſt which lighterh every one 
thac cometh into the world, and that this ſpiricuall light of 
Chriſt is ſufficient. to reach inall.the wayes of God, and lead 
to God, and this is-counted an Error, andyetin thy 36 page 
doth confeſle the ſufficiency thereof , andrhis is-it that is our 
teaching,which1s witneſſed in piaines by Chriſt the Prophets 
& Apaltles, as 7:bn 1.9. 7oh.8.12. Fok.5.33. and herein thou 
canſt not flander us, but-Chrift and the holy men of God.muſt 
ſuffer with us.: But- ſayeſt chou, it is true that Chriſt is the 


 rrue light, and lightech every man that cometh into the 


world, but not within, fo that our Errour muſt be that we ſay 
the Light of Chriſt is ſpirituall. and within, and herein we 
have the witneſle of all choſe who had the faich of Chriſt, and 
chereby knew what this light was, which was in darkneſle, 
though the darkneſſe comprehended it not; as foh. 1. 5. which 
ſhined out of darkneſſe in their hearts, which treaſure thay 
had in. Earthen veſlells, 2 Cer. 4. 6, 7, Epheſ” 5. 13. with 
many. other places, and much it matters not what the Infidell 
who hath denyed the faith of Chriſt ſaith againſtit.

To all which I anſwer, all cheſe things and much more was 
made known by the Light before they was written in the let- 
ter, bur Leing believed gererally, there is no ſuch necetlicy 
that he ſhould make a declaration of choſe things againe, in 
this Nation, but that he ſhould Miniſter the ſubſtance (to wit ) 
Chriſt in Spirit, which nonz can know: witnout this Light 
though they have the letter, no more then they could know 
Chrift whea he came, who read in the lctter that he was to be 
born at Berhlem, who might as well have askt him (who bad 
them believe inthe Light of the world, that they might be the 
children of Light ) but would this Light have told us that 
there was an Ark builded by Moſes, and a Temple builded by. 
Solomon, and how many years it was a building, and many 0- 
ther viſible things, which they coo much doated on already, 
and here (was thou not blind) might thou read chy ſelfe, and 
more of thy Generation, and ſee that the end of thy Queries 
is but to diſcover thy ſelfe where thou art. 

Thou askes further,, Whether the Name of Chrilt may be 
known to all the wosld by the Light within them, withouc 
Scripture or tradition ? I fay, yea, and by nothing elſe with- 
out it, for the Name of Chriſt conſiſts not of Letters and (illa- 
bles, but in righteouſneſſe, mercy, and. judgement, ec. 
which Name none can know but by the Light of the world, 
though many of you read your Bibles who are the greateſt e- 
nemies to his Name, ſuch is your knowledge as appears by 
your. praQtice. Woes Tbs 

Other Queſtions thou askes the ſubſtance whereofis, Wha. 
then needs our books or our preaching ?. is not that ſuperflu. 
ous? I ſay, our preaching ſerves to dire& people to the light, 


which ſuch as chow. who are Reprobate to the Faith of Criſt, 
| an 


ws 


and knows not the myſtery thereof which is held ina pure 
conſcience have led them out from ; and ſome of our Book 
ſerve to manifeſt your folly and wickedneſſe before all the 
world, but hadſt thou not been partially blind thou might ask 
thy ſelfe this queſtion, and thy Brethren, who would aa. 
make the letter the Light, and would hold it forth onely for 
ſufficiency, what need your divining from it, if it be ſufficient 
of it ſelfe, but thy faith teacketh not that doArine to doe as 
they would be done by. 

Thy fifch errour thou chargeſt us with is touching 7oh;z 
Lawſon, being accuſed for ſaying the day of judgement was 
paſt, and this 1s an accuſation like the reſi, 8 thou ſays he goes 
about to prove it in Saul; Errand, ſo he having anſwered for 
himſelfe it may be ſeen whether he own 1t or no by them that 
read that book ; For thoſe words wherewith he is accuſed I 
own not. 

The fixth Errour, thon fayeſt that Fearge Fox ſaid he was 
the eternall Judge ofthe world, and thy proofe is the Prieſts 
Petition, and that George denies it not as thou ſayes, but ſaith 
the Saints ſhall judge the world to which I fay to what 
George ſaith herein we own, but the Prieſts accuſation and thy 
proofe we deny. 

Thy ſeventh errour was that George Fox ſaid, I am the wa 
the truth and the life, and this thou proves like the reſt, as 
chou proved foaming at our meetings, becauſe he denies it not 
but faith the old Man cannot endure to hear the new man 
ſpeak ; and ſo doe I fay ſoalſo, for where Chriſt ſpeaks in 
Male or Female, he is what he teſtifies himſelfe to be ; if thou 
canfſt receive it thou may. 

Thy eigth Errour is that Fox ſaid, that he which took a 
rext of Scripture and made a Sermon of it was a Conjnrer, and 
this thoy would diſprove by Philips ſpeaking to the Eunuch, 
co which I ſay, thoſe are not Georges words as thou ſpeaks 
chem, but the words of the accuſer, neither did George ſpeak - 
of what Phillip did, who was immediately ſent of God, nor 
of what was done in that generation by them who owned the 
ſpiritual Lighr of Chriſt, but of what is done now by ſuch Di- 
viners as deny the” Faith of Chriſt,” and his Call and Sik in 

them 
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them, and what ſuch raiſeth muſt needs be conjuration, who: 
deayes the faich and Spirit of God. 

Thy ninth Errour is chat he faith the Scriptures are carnal], 
and this is 4 lye like the reſt, for he ſaich the lecter ofthe Scrip- 
tures are carnall, for a Scripture is known before the letter 
was (chough the blind ſee it not) and that Scripture we doe 
not ſay is carnall, but own it to be tHe word of God, and our 
Rule, who doe not walk after a carnall rule, though not con- 
trary t0 the letter. 

Thy teath Errour is againtt one Leonard Hill a name net- 
ther know nor own, and (o1I paſſe it by as not neceſſary for 
me to contend abour. 

The eleaventh Errour is Joh» Lawſon againe that he ſaid he 
had been in Hell and is now in Heaven, to which I ſay,though 
it ſeem an Ercour to thee yet this is plaine that the Saints have 
witneſſed being in Hell, and in Heaven alſo, as is platn inScrip- 
ture, which thou thatcalls it an error art ignorant of, as is plain 
in theſe Scriptures with divers others, Fonah 2. 2. P/al. 16.10. 
Epheſ.2 6. 2 Cor. 12. 2,4. And they was not inan errour 
who witneſled chis, nor he if it was true in him, 

Thy cwelfth Errour is that we ſay, we are perfect, and fin 
not, and this thou repeats over againe in thy eighteenth Error 
and callsit a lye, but the lye being thine own twice told over 
[ leave it with thee tiil thou prove it, yet doe we own perfecti- 
on and believe init, which is not that we never had as thou 
fallly ſayelt, but as we have received Chriſt ſo we have recet- 
ved perfection in whom all ſelfe boaſting is excluded. 

Thy thirteenth errour is, that Fames Nayler ſaid that none 
can come urito God or Chritt, but who come co perfe&tion, 
whereby it ſeems thou denies God or Chriſt to be perfection, 
for be they granted to be perfetion, then none can come to 
them, but they come to perfeRtion. 

But how blinde thou art who calls this an Errour is 
ealily ſeen, thy faith and thy doRrine who preaches againit 
perfection, but the Miniſters of Chriſt preached to preſent eve- 
ry man petrfe&t, which thou preaches : gatnit, Eph. 4. 11, 12, 
13. Col.1.,28, $9 we rather chuſe the Apoiiles dorine

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though by the Infidells 1t be calle] Errovr, then intbrace a 
dR:ine of Devills that doth not believe perfeion, neither 
was there ever any ot the children of God in thy work plead- 
ing ag1inſt perfection, and for ſin dwelling in chem. 

"Thy fourteenth Errour is, that I ſay that at all ſeaſons 
whenſoever the Saints either eat or drink they were to have 
Communion with the body and blood of Chriſt in their ear- 
ins and drinking , I fay, this mult reeds be counted an Error 
with the belly Gods of the world, who deny the faith of 
Chriſt, and ſo know no word in them to ſanRifie the Crea- 
ture, ſuch is not like to have Communion with Chriſt, but 
with the luſt, who ſerve their own bellies, who are at the ta- 
ble of Devills are not like to have Communion with the Lord, 
but are obſervers-of times, and carnal] things, and therefore 
ro ſuch ir muſt needs be counted an Errour {o often as they 
catand drink thereof ro dve it in remembrance of him till he 
come, if this be received for a-truth, the Devill knows there is 
no-place for the Luſt, and ſo would hold it-for an errour, that 
hemight feed wichout fear. 

Thy fifteenth Error is that Fames Parxel/denyed all Bap- 
tiſmes bur that of the holy Ghoſt, ſo that to own the Bapriſm 
of Chriſt and to deny all elſe wich thee is counted an errovr, 
but cid not the Apoſtle erre alſo, who ſaid we are all bapcized 
into one body by one 'Spirir, and witneſſed one faith and one 
baptiſme, and ſaid he was nor ſent to baptize, and this he wit- 
reſſed who had the faith of Chrift, which chy faith counts an 
Errour. 

Ard thou goes about-to prove your water by queſtions and 
crooked conſequences, as from Circumciſion ard the like, but | 
cannot find one Scripture that doth command it with water, 
after Chriſt ſufferings or otherwiſe the1 Fohns miniſtry, vhere- 
in all may fee your foundation, who ſay the Scripture is your 
Rule, but cannot find one plaine Scripture for that which you 
ſo highly worſhip and would impoſe upon all, as a matter 6f 
jalvation but muſt flye to your conſequences, to hold up thax 
which you would make people believe is an everlaſting 
Ordinance , for which you can ſhew no command neither 
f om Letter, nor Spirit ; Afe5 11 all his houſe left his Ord 
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Tances upon better grounds then conſequences and mean. gs, 
and: that he which 1s much more faithtull ſhould come ſhore 
18 not believed by thoſe thar kaow him, but ſuppole that a;y 
doe yer own that forme of Baptiſme aſed by the Dilctpics 114

Thy ſixteenth errour is that we preach that every Mann 
the world h:th a light wichin him, ard vet one 07 us thou ty 
:elt asked a Min! ter of the Nation, whether lie tad that ig 1, l 
which doth enlighten every onethat comes into the world, fc 
that to ask a queltion which 15 a known Trwh to prove the 
party asked with thee mult be an Errvur ;, and th1s thou _J 
feth-up with great-ſwelling words,as though it were the Be 
eſt Errour that ever was inthe world, ard fa es herein we 

are the ſad ſpectacle of Gods ſpirituall judgenct.ts cit ever 
any age hath heard of, and many fuch loud exclamations a- 
S1n{t us for this great Errour. 

Bat what thinks thou of Chriſt 2 who askt the Diſciple 
whom they ſaid he was, ard yet knew they had this light in 
them which revealed him to bethe Son of God, hadfſt thou 
then lived and heard it, he ſhould not have eſcaped thy cen- 
ſ1re, befides many other queſtions that he asked well &oOwn 
to 1m before the asking ot them, 

And thou goes on heaping up a deal of confuſion, and / © 
cuſes ſome body ( but names not who ) for ſayings char the y

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Thy ſeaventcenth Errour is thy [re, where thou ſayes we 
ſtudy and deviſe deceitfull tearmes, that look with two faces 
like the Oracles of the Heathen Gods. Ard the ſubſtance of 
this ſlander is, becauſe that Farsſworth when he was charged 
ro ſay that Par! was not converted when he ſpoke thoſe 
words in the 7 of the Romans, he denyes that he doth affirme 
any ſuch thing , ard this is counted a great Errour, for ſayes 
thou it was a negative, as though it was not an affirmative to 
«frme there is not ſuch a thing as well asto aftirme there.s 
ſuch a thing, and this thou apggravates as a great offerce, 
whereby thou ſhews in plainneſle to all that are honeſt, thac 
chou canſt find nothing of matter againſt us, therefore thy 
miſchievous minde having a mind to flander, hath the ching to 
make out ofchinz own boſome wherewithall to doe it. 


Thy eighteenth Errour is that which thou call our lying, 

Firlt, in that we ſay weare perfect, and this is a lie of thy 
own, and ſhall reſt upon thy head; till thou prove we have fo 
ſaid, | 

The fecond isthat we ſay we are immediately ſent of God, 
which is a truth inthem who are ſo ſent ſo to ſay, and the lie 
is thine own till thou prove the contrary. 

The third lie is that one Fex ſaid, the world did not know 
his Name, and yet after faith, known by the Naiie of George 


Fox. I fay. the Saints who have overcome have a new name, 
which none knows but he that hath it, yet all the knowledge 


the men have of them is by a carnall name, ard this is true and 
witneſſed onely the lye is in thy own ignorance. 

The fourth lye is that Zdward Burrough (aid his Book 
was ſealed with the Spirit,and this 1s called a lye,but not pro- 
ved one, and time will prove it otherwiſe. 


- The fifth lye is that 7ames Naylr ina written Paper calls 
thee ſhameleſſe Man for tempting him to deny che Lord. 

The ſixth lye is that James N4yly in the ſame Paper ſaid, 
if he had come in his own name thou wouldft have received 
him, as was confeſſed by thee. 

To both which I anſwer, as many can witnefſe with me *

the diſpute, which occaſioned the Letter, when I denyed thy 
faich to be the the faith of God, or any of his Saints, and prof- 
fered to prove it ſo before all the people, if thou would put it 
upon tryall, thou denyed my requeſt, unlefſe I would deny 
my Call from God, and ſay I was called ſome other way, or 
elſe there work a miracle, and then tizou wouldſt put 
thy faith on tryall, according to my requeſt ; which if this 
was not to tempt me to deny the Lord and his Call, to ob- 
raine a diſpute, wherein I could not be received while I confe{- 
ſed to come in the Name of God, which another way in my 
own name and will thou proffered to receive me ; And this 
| being done before many witneſſes, was the occaſion of theſe 


words in my Letter, as followeth. 
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Shameleſs man ! was ever ſuch a thing 
demanded by any child of God, to tempt 

one to deny the Lord, yea the Heathen would 
bluſh at ſuch a thing, to ſend for one to diſ- 
ute, and then to deny to come t otryall with 
that they call the Rule and touchſtone, unleſſe

by many witneſſes ; $6 the lyes be to thy /elfe, and on thxhead, till 
thou repent thereof, but:peace and truth ty him that loves it 


F Thy ſeventh lie is, that while oneranfrom Bull & Moyrh 
tothy houſe for the Paper, Iſlipr away, which isa moſt abo- 
minablefalſhood, as hundreds can-witneſle, that-I went not a- 


way till the meeting broke up,neither knew I ofany ſuch thing. 


as the Letter fetching, neither haye I yer run from your filthy 
iyes &.envy,much les ſhall I run from the truths'written with 


my own hand, which I here have owned and clearly proved o 
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be cxuch, & thre to be the iyar,and and ſhill ſurtiier, Goe ut if to 
Ge iruch it may be ſerviceivle. 

And when thou hait done, thou ſayeſt, thele a are bur a few 
of thoſe Leg:ons of Lyes that are :nour writings and preach- 
ings, when the Lyes are tliy 0271, rated by that Spirit of In- 
f}deiity, who having cemed ihe Faith of Chrilt wonld curne 
his truth into a lye, and was 701 ror mpident in thy wicked- 
neſſe, thou might be aſhamed of thy birth thou haſt brought 
forth, who h:th been hunting for accuſarions againſt the rrath 
but canſt find none, and fo runs 11 a fot of tiurt ns Prieſts, and 
ther falſe aduarions thou preachieſt tor Truths, t eing of the 
ſame nature wict them, their reports agree molt with thy ſpt- 
rit, and thy foundation being gdeceir, thy work falls upon thy 
own head. Then thou makes a boalt of ſomething that thou 
woulditprov:,&rhe firit things 15,the writirgs of the Scripture 
to be the word of God,& this thou wouldlt prove from fark: 
7. 19. where Chrilt ſaich, They that doe not honour their 
father and mother makerh rs word of God of none effeR; &

As much as if thou hadfſt ſaid,

Ergo, Balaams Aſle is Gods word. 

Which I think few will affirme, yet ſuch is thy divination 
and thy proofe in this like the reſt of thy Book. 

And when thou haſt thus done, thou belyeſt us againe, ſay. 
ing, that we ſay the Scriptures are not Gods word, which is 
falſe, for where the Scriptures are given by Inſpiration of 
God it is Gods word, but when the Devill or the Infidel! 
ſteals them out of a Buok, he gets but the letter, which he 
wreſteth to his own deſtruction, in denying the Spirit there- 
with, and oppoſing Chriſt the light of the world, which is the 
next thing thou ſetteſt upon.

tendency, that is, ſayeſt thou, as if God had ſaid, I have 
done that which is ſufficient for thy purgation, and thus thou 
apolyeſt to the light of Chriſt to prove that it is not ſufficient, 
and in plaine words afterwards confeſſerh that Chriſt had 
done thatwhich is ab'e to enlighten and informe the world, 
and this light thou confeſſeſt he hath enlightned every one 
withall, and yet calls it an Errour for us to ſay that his light is 
{uflicient, Hath not thy inaginations b'inded the2 herein ? 
doth this true light enlighten every mn that cometh into the 
world ? and is able to enlighten and informe the world into 
the knowledge of it > and hath it ſuch a nature property and 
tzndency, and yet muſt be an errour to ſay that it is ſufficient 
to guide in the wayes of God ? It ſeemerh thou mayelt ſay a- 
thicg and confeſle it for truth who denies it inthe life, but if 
we ſay it that live in it, it is counted an Errour. 

The next piece of thy divination 1s, that if every man have 
received this light, then every man hath received Chriſt, for 
be is that Light , andin this here is a double deceit. 

Firſt, in ſeeming to deny what before thou confeſſed, that 
Chriſt enhighrens every man that comes into the world. 

Secondly, becauſe Chrift 15s that light, thou wouldſt make 
that light Chriſt, which many have the light of Chriſt, which 
lets them ſee their eviil deeds, but not believing and following 
never come to the new Birch or Chriſt formed in them, bur 
walk in darkneſſe though they ſee the light chat doth reprove 
them, thou bringelt that Scripture, hn 11.10. But if 4 
man walk in the night he ſtumbleth, becauſe there is no light tn 
him, And with tiis thou would deny that the light is in 
every man, when as the words hath relation to his way ; 
which is true, in the way of the-wicked there is no light; yet in 
the heart of the wicked there is a light which condemns his 
wicked wayes, whos gone out of the light into the darkneſfe, 
and fo being in the nighc ſtumbles, becauſe the light is not in 
that way, bucin that which reproves that way ; fo that he 
that is in ſelfe is in darknefle, yet doth the light ſhine in the 


darkneſfle, which manifeſts the deeds of darknefle and reproves. 
them. 
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them, and this ſhall all men witneſſe to, whereby thy deceite 
(hall be daily more jiid open. 

| Thy next thins thou wovlidſt prove that the day of Jndoe- 
ment i5 not pait, '? ſay, my de fire is that chou wouldit mind 
ic, ard preparc ior it, by teaving thy lying and deceit and wick- 
ed envy, for 2 wofull day will that be to thee if thou be 
found in thy fin&pleading for it,norepented of all this heap of 
confuſion in thy Book w 'hich thou haſt raked together to caff 
npon the Tr uch, will then lye heavy upon thy Head. 

For thy Water, Bread and Wine cc. I have ſpoke! to for= 

merly, which may ſtand till it be diſproved. 

Thy next work is to prove reſpect of perſons, a thing 
which God never commanded, but hath often forbidden, 
neither caatt thou find one Scripture that commands ir,” yer 
thy impudercy is fuch that thou perverts thar'Scriprure, Lev, 
79. 32. into a lye, an1 faith icis, Thou ſhalt honour the 
perſon ;. What a ſtanding Rule is this word of yours, that 
the deceite can thus turne quite into another thing then it 
ireaks, the Devill likes ſuch a word as he can turne every 
way to plead for his kingdome. 

With it he can plcad-for his pride, though it condemns 
pride. -For reipect of perſons, thouga it forbid reſpeR os 
verſons, 

For ſwearing, though iciay, Swear wot at all, 

Nay, is there any thing lo vile, which his ſubtilty in his (er- 
vants cannot plead for therewith, no wonder though in 31! 
his he chus cortends for that to be the word which he can 
thus wreſt, for if the creature once believerh thar to be the 
word which God hath written in their hearts, which the De- 
vill cannot change, then.is the Devill undone, and his er 
dome broken, and his many wayes of deceit hedged up, whe: 
that one way and one word comes to be known, which wo! F 
didft thou mirde wou!d jucge the lyar in thee, who fairl:, 
we make ita note of our infallible minittry that we doe 0: 
reverence men, ard charges vs with denying honour and r.- 
{5eR due to Parents, Matters, Hu cbands, and-Wi es, &*c, 4 
thi ng which never entred into our hearts, but what our wer\fs 
ave live: doth witneflc __ 
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Another lie thou telleſt, That thou dare ſay not one of ten 
of us ſhall give the ſame Anſwer to a Queſtion. To which 1 
ay, There is little that may be a reproach to the truth, but 
thou dare ſay it. But upon what ground doeſt thou fay this ? 
having never proved ten of us therein, and denying the Spiric 
of Propheſie in thee, mult it not be by the Divination of witch- 
craft, by which thou can foretell ſuch things as never was ſeen 
nor heard ? and indeed the more to be ſuſpeRed, becauſe it is 
a lie. | 

Thy next thing thou would prove, that Chriſt hath two 
bodies. This I know, That Chriſt is the head of one body,and 
that Chriſt I own ; but how he hath two bodies, and but one 
head, or how thou wilt ſever Chriſt from that body which 
aſcended, which is the bead, or make that into a head and a 
body. I ſhall not here diſpute with thee,it ſerveth me to know 
that that body is my head, and of the Church which is his bo- 
dy, which cannot be ſaid to be Chriſt diſtin& from that body, 
and ſo cannot properly be faid to ha.e two bodies, the one of 
chem being the Chrift Neither doe we herein deny that Chriſt
